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Connie Hath Crawford 
Dies in Florida

On August 1, a friend of Con- 
nie’s came to take her to church 
and found her lying on the floor 
unconscious. She called an ambu- 
lance to take her to the hospital, 
where Connie died without regain- 
ing consciousness-—-the victim of a 
massive stroke. 

Connie had been a pillar of the 
St. Louis Audubon Society for 
about forty years before moving to 
Florida six years ago. Her first hus- 
band, Earl Hath, was elected presi- 
dent in the 50’s, and for many 
years their home telephone was 
the Audubon phone. The Haths 
continued the screen tours started 
by Wayne Short and made many of 
the arrangements for the speakers. 

In 1974 Connie took over the 
bulletin and membership matters, 
with the help of Bonna Rice and 
others. In 1981, the Audubon 
board decided to make her execu- 
tive secretary, and in this capacity 
she planned many birding trips to 
such places as the Platte River, 
Swan Lake, and Yucatan. 

Probably her most valuable con- 
tribution was the acquisition of the 
Terry property on Lewis Road. 

The Terrys wanted to leave it to the 
St. Louis Audubon because they 
thought so highly of Earl Hath. 
During the early 80’s, the Haths ar- 
ranged for the inheritance with the 
stipulation that if the property 
became too expensive to keep, it 
could be sold after five years. 

There is no doubt that the St. 
Louis Audubon Society owes a 
great debt of gratitude to Connie 
Hath Crawford.

From Your President 
by Mary Lou Miller 


This month I thought you might 
like to know exactly what kinds of 
things your board of directors and 
officers consider at board meetings 
the first Tuesday of each month. 

We made a decision in August 
to meet jointly with the Webster 
Groves Nature Study Society 
(WGNSS) the second hour of our 
meeting. Because of this, I had an 
executive committee meeting prior 
to our board meeting with all the 
officers present. We discussed 
most of the items that would be 
brought up at the board meeting 
and made recommendations for 
the board to consider. 

We introduced a new Vice Presi- 
dent for Finance, Dr. James Jen- 
nings of Chesterfield. Dr. Jennings 
is a professor with St. Louis Univer- 
sity and has worked with non- 
profit organizations helping them 
with investments and guiding their 
spending. We are delighted that 
Dr. Jennings has joined our chap- 
ter. 

Dr. Jennings and our audit com- 
mittee suggested that we return to 
fiscal-year budgeting instead of cal- 
endar-year. A proposed budget for 
fiscal year 1993-94 was presented 
to the board for their study, with 
many items approved by the execu- 
tive committee. This proposed 
budget will be discussed and hope- 
fully approved at the next board 
meeting. 


Other financial decisions were 
made: 
*$100 was donated to Wild Bird Re- 
habilitation. 
*The officers approved, with a 
show of confidence from the 


board, the mission statement from 
the Citizens to Protect Forest Park. 
A donation of $100 was also made. 
*We will join the Missouri Environ- 
mental Fund as an affiliate member 
when it is completed and pay a 
$1,000 fee for this affiliation. This 
fund is similar to the United Way 
giving in the workplace. Employ- 
ees can have an amount of money 
withheld from their paychecks auto- 
matically. The affiliate members 
would share in the total funds col- 
lected. 

*A show of support was given to 
hiring a lobbyist by the Missouri 
Audubon Council, with each chap- 
ter in Missouri giving approxi- 
mately $1 per member to hire this 
lobbyist. The Missouri Audubon 
Council was to meet in late Septem- 
ber and come to a decision on this 
issue. We wanted our repre- 
sentatives to the Council to have 
an idea of how the board felt. 

*In Jerry Klamon’s absence, his let- 
ter urging monetary help for the 
All Species Halloween Gala was 
read. The Board voted to support 
this Gala in the amount of $500, 
with Jerry returning to next 
month’s meeting to answer some 
questions the directors have and 
possibly to ask for more funding. 
This Gala will be held with the St. 
Louis Zoo during “Boo at the 
Zoo.” Among other supporters is 
the National Audubon Society. St. 
Louis is only 1 of 3 cities where 
this event is taking place. 

We also discussed looking for a 
temporary location for our office, 
but this subject was given to the 
strategic planning committee for 
their recommendation. 


Other items of discussion in- 
cluded: 
*Tours to Central America led by 
Paul Bauer, with a portion of the 
fees going to the St. Louis 
Audubon Society. 
*New TV for our chapter displayed 
by Arthur Montgomery. 
*A report on the St. Louis Environ- 
mental Roundtable by Bill Brand- 
horst. 
*A report and prize items an- 
nouncement for Birdathon by Mary 
Dueren.

THE CONSERVATION CORNER 


Saturday Morning 
Breakfast a Big Success

On Saturday morning, Septem- 
ber 11, St. Louis Audubon Society 
members met for breakfast and an 
informal discussion of environ- 
mental issues at the Howard 
Johnson Hotel in Kirkwood. Roger 
Pryor, Executive Director of the 
Missouri Coalition for the Environ- 
ment and probably St. Louis’ best 
informed environmentalist, was in- 
vited to lead the discussion. 

Roger had two issues on his 
mind. First was the flood and re- 
lated issues of buyouts, levee recon- 
struction, and future floodplain 
development. Although the Clin- 
ton administration has issued a di- 
rective ordering government 
agencies to consider all alternatives 
to the rebuilding of broken levees, 
the fact is that the responsible agen- 
cies, including the Corps of Engi- 
neers and the Department of 
Agriculture, are ignoring that order. 

The second issue was the at- 
tempt of the so-called Wise Use 
Movement to establish local chap- 
ters of People for the West, a group 
supported primarily by mining in- 
terests. Missouri is targeted for ten 
chapters, all to be located in the 
southern part of the state where 
mining interests predominate. The 
steering committee chair of People 
for the West in Missouri is the presi- 
dent of the Missouri Mining Indus- 
try Council and a former assistant 
attorney general. 

This breakfast was a new idea 
promoted by St. Louis Audubon So- 
ciety President Mary Lou Miller. 
Those who attended were enthusi- 
astic and returned to their Satur- 
day chores better informed about 
local issues. 

The next breakfast meeting is 
scheduled for Saturday, March 5, 
1994. All members are urged to 
participate. Check the calendar or 
watch the newsletter for details. 


Carnahan Appoints Woman 
to Conservation Commission

This summer Governor Carna- 
han appointed Anita Gorman of 
Kansas City to a 6-year term on the 
Missouri Conservation Commis- 
sion. Mrs. Gorman succeeds Jay 
Henges of St. Louis, whose term ex- 
pired on July 1. The 4-member 
commission directs the Missouri 
Department of Conservation. 
Other commissioners are Jerry 
Combs of Kennett, Andy Dalton of 
Springfield, and John Powell of 
Rolla. By law, the appointment 
had to go to a Republican. 

Mrs. Gorman was a member of 
the Kansas City Board of Parks and 
Recreation for 11 years and presi- 
dent of that board for 6 of those 
years. She has been a school 
teacher in Weston, Massachusetts, 
and in Kansas City. She also 
worked as an economist for the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture and 
as a computer programmer for the 
U.S. Department of Defense. She 
is currently a consultant to the Kan- 
sas City Power and Light Company. 

Mrs. Gorman is the first woman 
to be appointed to the commission 
and is probably the first commis- 
sioner not actively affiliated with 
fishing and hunting interests, or 
with commercial interests such as 
logging. 

The majority of the funds for 
the Department of Conservation 
now come from a 1/8 of 1 percent 
sales tax levied on all residents of 
Missouri. For that reason, many 
persons feel that the commission 
should represent the interests of 
all Missouri residents, not only 
hunters and fishermen. During his 
campaign Governor Carnahan 
pledged to appoint commissioners 
who have proven knowledge and 
interest in conservation and the en- 
vironment. He also noted that pre- 
vious commissioners had all been 
white males, some openly hostile 


to the agency’s environmental mis- 
sion. 

We applaud Governor Carna- 
han on this appointment and urge 
Mrs. Gorman to consider the inter- 
ests of all Missourians as she delib- 
erates on our statewide policies for 
conservation and the restoration of 
our natural environment.

The 33 people who attended in- 
cluded many teachers but also a 
zoo curator, a Sussex, England li- 
brarian, an Australian school princi- 
pal, a potter, and a potato chip 
saleswoman, just to list a few. All 
of these men and women took 
time out to return to nature. Most 
lived in urban areas and had stress- 
ful jobs. They wanted to be out- 
doors—to hike, watch birds, look 
for wildflowers, and renew their 
spirits. No one left disappointed. 

The camp was rustic but com- 
fortable. Our food was great, and 
there was lots of it. The days were 
cool and the nights almost freez- 
ing—exactly what one would ex- 
pect at 7,500 feet up in the 
mountains. I suppose the worst 
thing was the mosquitos. The staff 
was working on an environmen- 
tally safe way to reduce the insects, 
but they did keep reminding us, 
“Mosquitos bring birds.” 

Next year the name of the camp 
will be changed, but everything 
else will remain the same. My spe- 
cial memories include having a 
bald eagle fly right over me as I 
floated down the Snake River, add- 
ing a trumpeter swan to my bird 
list, discovering ancient rock art, 
enjoying 5 bighorn rams who clat- 
tered up a cliff 30 feet away from 
the trail, and, last but not least, 
learning about Project Wild, which 
will enable me to teach my 2nd 
graders about all the things I expe- 
rienced and learned. 

Thank you, Society members, 
for a renewing and rewarding 
week in Wyoming.

The bulk of receipts sent in are 
from Schnucks, which is our main- 
stay, but it’s hard to compete with 
larger organizations, who have 


about a zillion Schnucks receipts. 
I’m asking you to send me the fol- 
lowing items to help us win:
